R EAF.ITY is stranger limn fiction. The conservative element 
of the Democratic parts, the sit-called "Knld ImRs” of iW/i 
anti lyoo. who considered William Jennings Hrvai. an an- 
archi.st and a danger to .society, have compleloly changetl 
their mintls They arc hottining him for president of the L'nitcd 
Slates in nx>8. 

No less than four Democratic state ctBivenlioiis liavc endorsed 
Bryan during the last few numth.'-. And i.icre can l>c no donbt th.nt 
the Democratic convendons of Arkansas, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, 
Ohio, South Dakota and VN'isconsin, which will Iw held in the next 
few weeks, will do tm same. The Democratic editors of Illinois, 
who belli their aonnal iiH-eting on June 8, unanimously declared for 
Bryan. His old adversary, Henry W atterson. wrote an editorial in 
the Ixjuisvillo Courier Joiirttai. declaring him to l)c the "logical can¬ 
didate" anti only iwssihle banlirr-lwarer of the D-mocracy. . 

In the entire \Vcst, there is a tremendous enthusiasm for tin. 
Nebraska man—jmrticularlv voiced by the con.scrvotivc clement. So

Now, what was it that hrougl alKiut this change of the gold 
sentiment in favor of the silver aitoslle? 

The explanation is simple enough, liefore leaving for his trit) 
in Europe, Mr. Bryan wrote an article for the Ceiitiir\ Ma_s:a:iuc on 
the subject of Sttcialism. Aril he tleclnred i;.(;iii)i.f/ it. That is all. 

The great danger lofiming up in the Democratic party since the 
trusts bought up its leaders at the convention in St. lawis in UKM- >s 
a man by the name of ICilli.im KoiiJolf^h Ucant. Mr. Hcarst is sup¬ 
posed to he a Socialist and to jiersemify the danger of Socialism— 
at least in the eyes of the great capitalists and the trust magnates. 
And since Hearst's phenomenal run for the maytiralty in New York 
city, the clanger of his petting the Democratic tiomination for presi¬ 
dent seemed real enough.

Poor, old Democracy is in a sad plight indeed. 

The econoniic basis of the Democratic imrty in the ‘‘middle class” 
disappeared with the deveUipmcnt of machinery. The political life of 
the Democratic Jtarty became extinct with the alxilition of negro 
tlavery. And now the olil Democratic party has become a "dead one" 
in every respect. It has no other aim for its existence but giaft. It 
has no principles except getting office. It has become the stamping 
ground of all kinds of ixililical crooks and thieves. Tammanv in New 
York is the sole type of a l.Ycniocratic political organisation. .And 
Tan’inany has been repeated in Chicago, Milwaukee and every other 
town from the Atlantic to .he Pacific. 

All attempts to put the Dcp'.ocratic corpse to some use have 
failed. Altgeld tried it am! dieel a broken-heartcil man. The Green- 
backers ami the People's party fusetl with it and perished instanter. 

So finally the trusts bought the party at auction in St. Ponis. 
Why did they buy it? h'irst, liccause they have monev to burn. 
Secondly, because thev wanteil to round up their Republican property 
by buying the adjoining Democ’-atic swamp. 

* * • 

The miserable failure of its candidate Paiker in 11)04 proved con¬ 
clusively that the Democratic [lartv does mit staml any show at all 
as the stalking horse of the trusts. The Demixratic partv can never 
compete with the Republican party as the favorite political organiza¬ 
tion of capitalism. 

There are enough radicals, ex-populists, etc. left in the Demo¬ 
cratic camp to raise a hue and cry atout its utter uselessness. They are 
disheartened and rcbelliou.s and want some ‘‘radical talk." And wliat 
is more, the Democratic politicians, "gold bugs" as well as "silver 
bugs," see themselves effectually barred from the flesh pots of office. 
Now the average Democratic politician was never particular about 
what the platform contained. Anything will do that will get votes or 
cash money. Flannig-n’s “And wliat arc we here for?" is the only 
real Democratic platform. 

This alone would be enougl> to unite the warring factions. 


There is even a nwc important factor, however. 

The leading capitalists. Republican as well as Democratic, be¬ 
gin to find out -omething whicn the Social-Democrats of the country 
nave claimed ali along. They begin to understand that Bryan is not 
progressive at all — that he really is a reactionary. He is the 
spokesman of a crowd that would like to stop the progress of the 
times, and reverse the revolution of industry and go back to a 
civilization such as existed 50 years age, when individualism had full 
sway. In other words, Br>'an is simply a "trust killer"— art old style 
enemy of the corporations. Bryan will talk loud and talk long 
against the trust and the "money ’power.” But that is alt that he will 
do. It is all that he can do. 

And the capitalists of the country. Republicans as well as Demo¬ 
crats are very' willing ind.'cd tha‘. he should do that. It is not go¬ 
ing to hurt them at all. And it will serve as an outlet for the tremen¬ 
dous dissatisfaction that the trust exposures hsvc created throughout 
the country. ‘ 

Tliis ts the reason why the nomination of Bryan has found such 
a joyous echo in all the con.servatitx‘ papers, including the Republican 
press. 

’ And William Jennings Bryan, when he was told in Berlin, Ger- 
manv, that he was wooed and wanted by the "gold bugs" at home, 
blushed like a young bride and said, "This is so sudden." Then he 
continued:— 

‘'Before leaving home I tried to distinguish between Democracy 
and what can propnly be called Socialism. Democracy recognizes 
competition as legitimate, and tries to protect the cofhpetiti"e prin¬ 
ciple from attack. Socialism sees competition as on evil to be elimi- 
uited by public ownership and operation of all means of production 
itnd distribution. 

“In our fight for the absolute elimination of private monopolies and 
for the regulation of corporations in general it is necessary that the 
party shall be free from any suspicion of alliance with the corporate 
Interests that have been dominating American politics. 

‘To this end campaign contributions must be limited to those 
who have the public interest to adt'ance. I trust that public sentiment 
will require all parties to keep their books open so that hereafter no 
party will be under private (diligations to shieUi corporate offenders.” 

Alluding to conditions in ‘.he meat industry Mr. Brv'an said; 

"The beef trust is hot different in character and methods from 
other trusts. The inevitable Icndencv of a private monopoly .is to in¬ 
crease the price of a protiuct and to low'er its quality. Why should any 
one expect anrihing else from a trust than the lowering of quality 
when a monopoly is established. Observe, I have used the words 
private monopoly, not public. In a prii'ate monopoly a private in¬ 
terest is set up a^nst those of thd whole people. Quite a different 
principle comes mto operation when tlie interest of all Is alone in 
view." 

* • . * 

This is very characteristic of Mr. Piyan. 

In the first place, he is trying to make cut a contradiction be¬ 
tween Democrsicy—a political form of government—and Socialism, 
which is an economic phase. Socialism and Democracy' are no 
more opposites than capitalism and Democracy. But of course 
fhere is all the difference in the world between the Socialists and the 
DenKicratic party,—tlie latter hat become simply a graflcr-organl- 
nition. 

Bryan further savs tluit Democracy rocognizet competition at 
legitimate—so does the Socialist. Bnt the Socialists see the fact 
that competition has killed competition. And theoiitcome is tlie trutl. 

And there is no capitaliit law in existence, and none can be 
made which will rtvk’t comfcliticn against the trusts. 

Mr Bryan wants to protect the competitive princ^le from attack. 
How is he to do (his, pmy? How • an be do it without violating 
. CoBtUmsd ia last eehina.

For in this case, he is 
the niisdticf-maker. He is accused of Ix-ing a .Socialist. Yet of j 
that he is inuocenl.

T HE Social-Donocratlc party Ls the American political expren- 
sion of the international movement oftliemod^wv.rkingdass 
for better food, better houses, sufficient sleep, more leisure, 
more education, and itxire culture.

force when we .say revolution. The] 
1 'qnyg^crts is entirely wrong, when , 
following the kreuzzsituHg, Jt as- j 
sumes tliai I stand for the renun¬ 
ciation of every revolutionary idea. 
Tile revolution is either a pliase 
or a result of evolution, but not an j 
offositc frinciftc to it. Its oppo- j 
site principle is rather the absolut- j 
istic (impossibili.st) ideas, the ideas 
opiKised to development, in the in¬ 
terests of some material interests or 
iileal fancies. 

Socialism can be just as unfricnil- 
ly to evolution as any orienul des- 
ixitisni or theocratic absolutism, as 
scion as it seeks, like them, to in¬ 
troduce by force ruling interests or 
social tendeiicies fixed beforeliand, 
without regard to Uic ilemands 
formed by the degree of develop¬ 
ment of society and its classes.

The Berlin I’omvi’rts will not 
admit that there is any contradic¬ 
tion lietweeii the ofticial latigiuge 
and the actual conduct of the Clcr- 
man Social-Democracy. It more¬ 
over denies tluit the language of the 
party has any iiiflueiicc oii the lie- 
liavior of our oiqioiieiits. Xot what 
the party says but what it docs, is 
the c|Uesti(iii. If it sIktoW try, ae- 
conling to mv ideas, to acquire 
more influence over tlie situation 
of affairs, it wouhl liave to change, 
not its hnxiiage. hut its tactics and 
its aim. .Since I do not want this 
then all my wisdom is “pour Ic roi 
dc I’russe”—-will benefit only tlie 
cnemv. 

This objection is not new to me. 
It was brought against me by the 
oracle of the t'or.tacris years ago. 
But it can impose mi me just .is 
little now as it did then. It is 
much too silly to do tlial. It sup¬ 
poses a fixed Utopian aim, instead 
of an aim cr iccivcd of as the re¬ 
sult of • development.

It 
supiKises unchangcability in the 
language of the |>artv, which also 
is disprovcil by the history of the 
jiarty. .And finally it stipixis-cs uii- 
changcability and a fixed policy in 
our opponents whicli likewise exist 
only m imagination. 

Nloreovcr language and action 
carnot thus be .separated. We can¬ 
not say that action, not language, 
is the question. In (xilitics, 
language itself is an action, since 
it explains practical measures and 
sometimes puts them and our views 
in a false light. This liowevcr would 
be of less imiiortancc if the parties 
and classes opposing us were a 
ixed unity. This is so little the 
case, that instead the progressive 
develoi>ment of industrial life is 
continually creating new antagon¬ 
ism among them and consequently 
new groupings.

From the Book Tible. 

THE JUNGLE, by Upton Sincriir, 
author of “Manasses,” Doth 413 
pages. Price $i.ao, postpaid. New 
York: The Jungle Publishing Co. 
\’»e have just rerrad “The Jungle.” 
It is well worth while. It is a book 
that is terribly true to the facts, the 
tliuiight of improbability never ob¬ 
trudes itself, and yet it is die ac¬ 
count of the cumulative misfortune 
of a workingman in which each new 
calamity comes with tragic awful- 
ncss and with each in turn seeming to 
be the last straw. He goes down and 
down and down, until the discovery 
■if the Socialist movement rescues his 
soul iu.vt before it is too late and saves 
him—one man as against the thous¬ 
ands who perish in the industrial 
maelstrom. The bcaik first reminds 
one of lingo, and of Zola and then 
puts them out of mind. It does for 
the victims el the American packing 
industry what Zola's “Gcniunu“ does 
for the colliery victims of Prance. 
.\nd Sinclair is yet a yunng man and 
there are other big mau-criishing,. 
soul-crnsliing indn ••rira upon which 
is bnilded our proitd .American “lead¬ 
ing citizenship,' that need the same 
cxpiasurc! 

The hero of the story is Jurgis. a 
Lithuanian immigrant The first 
chapter opens with his wedding, car¬ 
ried out after old country custom, 
with the expectation of a liltle fnad 
ahead by the selling of dances with 
the bride—but in reality coming out to 
badly on the wrong tide of the ledger 
that the distress of the litllr family is 
pitiful in the extreme. But Jnrgis 
grits his teeth and says he “will 
work harder." An early feature of the 
story is the attempt of the tittle family 
to buy a home on the iiutallmesM plan 
—a wofnl trap into which they fali the 
same as many others of their claaa. 
only to find in time mat several items 
of the cost were not explained to 
them at the start. In their efforts to 
keep np their payments the whole 
family is finally at work in the great 
packing houses and are exploited to 
the very lisuitt of human endurance. 
Jurgis entered the works strong of 
muscle, hut in time the business sucks 
his vitality until he is nearly a wTceli 
and lands as s worker in the fertiliser 
mill, swallowing and breathing and 
absorbing at every pore, the most 
hiirrible du.st. One of the must tragic 
chapters in the book is where Jurgis

Tlie 
truth is tliat tliey haven’t a sixth 
of the rcgtibr force at work, and 
tliat those at work arc mostly duin- 
niics wlio are put in in order to 
make a front, that most of the 
others are young fellows brought 
here under apprcnticesliip agree¬ 
ments, and mostlv incoin|>cteut at 
tliat. N'ot over a dozen real mold- 
ers arc at work in all the struck 
shops combined. 

"The employers did offer to raise 
wages as they stale.!’ said Mr. 
Schwab “but llicy did not agree 
to shorten the hours. Thj demand 
of ihc molders did not include any 
provi.sion for an open or closed 
sliop. That was not spoken of. 
We demanded a ninehour Jay and 
a minimum wage of $2.85 a <lay for 
coremakers. Wc also demanded an 
increase in the ininimnm for mol¬ 
ders from $2.85 to $3.15 a day.” 

The strike proceeds without 
interruption. The men are firm 
and are careful not to let the 
strikebreakers and importeii thugs 
draw tlicm into distnrbances, and 
there is no question but that a com¬ 
plete 'victory will oomo within a 
short time.
